PLAN TO COME 
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Many Specialists in 
Bridgeport Club 


=AIINETY years ago the 
hobby of collecting 
stamps got its initial 
start when Great 
Britain, in 1840, is- 
sued its first one 
penny black stamp. 
Since that time, stamp collecting 
has grown by leaps and bounds and 
today there are more than five mil- 
lion stamp collectors throughout 
the world specializing in different 
stamps which to the philatelists 
portray interesting events which 
have gone down in the history of 
the world. 

Stamps of different countries, 
covers, cancellations and pre-can- 
cels, form a big part of the collec- 
tion of philatelists but the hobby 
has grown to such an extent that 
every good stamp collector is a 
specializer. 

Bridgeport boasts of one of the 
oldest Philatelic Clubs in the New 
England states, and a perusla of 
England states, and a perusal of 
the collections of various members 
of this club, which is headed by 
Fred Wieler, president, reveals an 
interesting collection which por- 
trays the progress of many coun- 
tries, and interesting events which 
took place at the time the stamps 
were issued. 

All of these men, who now spe- 
cialize in certain stamps, covers, 
cancellations, or pre-cancels, start- 
ed out with the idea of collecting 
anything and everything in the way 
of stamps, but with the develop- 
ment of stamps, this feat has been 
made almost impossible and has 
brought about specializing. 

Bridgeport’s philatelists have a 
varied group of collections, which 
are full of interesting incidents and 
events which have taken place in 
various parts of the United States 
and the World during the past 90 
years. 





The interesting history and prog- 
ress of Germany, the demoraliza- 
tion of the German empire, the 
formation of the German Republic 
and its startling progress are all 
traced in the complete collection of 
German stamps belonging to Fred 
Wieler, president of the local Phil- 
atelic club. 

Mr. Wieler specializes mainly in 
German Empire and _ Republic 
stamps and his set of these stamps 
since 1872 is practically complete 
with the exception of the Provision- 
al stamp of 1901, issued on the 
German Yacht Vineta. These 
stamps, which were brought into 
existence by the bisecting of 5 pfen- 
nig stamps and used at the three 
ptennig rate, are very scarce and 
command a price of $100 or more. 

R. S. Foster, secretary of the 
Philatelic club, has a _ collection 
which throws a light on the differ- 
ent colored cancellations used by 
the postmasters in the United 
States despite the ruling which re- 
quires that all cancellations be 
made in black ink. 

These colored cancellations, 
which were more prevalent years 
ago than at the present time, are 
sought after by all collectors. Fos- 
ter also has a hobby of collecting 
covers which have been burned or 
water soaked in airplane crackups. 
He has quite a collection from 
crackups in different parts of the 
United States. 

The interesting designs used in 
cencellations of stamps years ago 
and the sentiments expressed on 
covers during the Civil War period 
form a large part of the collection 
of M. Doolittle who specializes in 
Fatriotic covers of the Civil War 
days. 

The Patriotic covers, of which 
Mr. Doolittle has quite a number, 
bear ample evidence of sentiments 
during the Civil War, with the va- 


rious designs placed in the lower 
left hand corner. 

Many bear emblems portraying 
the deep patriotic feeling, while 
others bear designs which express 
humor and even pathos. 

Interesting cancellations made 
by home made devices consisting of 
cork and rubber are found on many 
of the covers dating back to 
1851. Different designs were used 
for cancellations. Danbury’s post- 
master used a derby hat. Masonic 
emblems, monograms, and geomet- 
rical designs also were used in can- 
cellations. 

Hawaiian stamps dating back to 
1859, form the specialty of R. S. 
Sampson, vice-president of the 
Philatelic club. Mr. Sampson has 
a complete set of these stamps with 
the exception of the Hawaiian Mis- 
sionary stamps which were issued 
in 1859. These are very scarce and 
command a price between $4,000 
and $12,000. 

Canadian stamps and a complete 
set of revenue stamps issued by the 
United States government during 
the Civil War period are the stamps 
chiefly collected by George Doyle. 
Mr. Doyle has a large number of 
these revenue stamps which during 
the Civil war were issued for all 
contracts, deeds, legal papers and 
even photographs. 

Pre-cancels form an interesting 
part of Henry Kempe’s collection. 

These stamps, which Mr. Kempe 
likes to collect in groups of four, 
are easily open to error and are 
sought atter by a large number of 
collectors. 

A complete history of Newfound- 
land can be easily traced in the 
atractive Newfoundland stamps 
collected by Anthony Cherry. The 
stamps are very attractive and 
show some of the natural beauties 
of Newfoundland. 

James A. Loveland, oldest stamp 
collector in Bridgeport, has a com- 
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plete set of British Colonial stamps 
and has a specialty for collecting 
them in blocks of fours. 

Early United States stamps is- 
sued between 1851 and 1866, and 
early British Colonial stamps are 
the chief specialties of Raymond 
Kwasnik, headmaster of Samuel 
Johnson academy. 


Airmail covers of first flights are 


gathered in large numbers by Hen- 
ry and William Dietrich who have 
over 5,000 covers mailed from dif- 
ferent cities at the opening of a 
new route, goodwill tour, or the 
dedication of various airports. 


“DAD” A. S. MARKS 


If you live in a college town and 
are an active stamp fan you have 
doubtless met this’ interesting 
character. “Dad” Marks is a simon 
pure stamp fan who would rather 
swap stamps than eat. 

In order that he may make a liv- 
ing for himself and “Ma” he trav- 
els about from “college” to “col- 
lege” and paints fraternity em- 
blems on watch dials for the Rah 
Rah Boys. Dad is an expert in his 
iine. He will sometimes spend a 
couple hours on painting a minute 
emblem in several colors and gold 
on the white dial of a watch, and 
when it is there it becomes a work 
of art and a work of art only such 
as Dad Marks can do. His working 
hours are from dusk till dawn. He 
is an inveterate eater of Mail 
Pouch, his first essential on start- 
ing on a job is a copious tin can, 
preferably one of wide dimensions 
so that he does not have to take 
too accurate aim when unloading 
his face for speech. 

The can is usually supplied by 
some of the pledges about the Frat 
House or by the good landlady who 
makes it her business to see that 
the can is hign, wide and hand- 
some, lest the parlor rug might 
suffer. 

Following a night’s work Dad 
snatches a few hours sleep and 
spends the rest of the day looking

These are 
three errors in color, or rather in 
shade, and thus far only one sheet 
of fifty has been discovered of each. 


1. 25e: Normal colors are brown 
carmine and rose red. In 
the error the center is a 
distinct rose instead of 


the deep rose red. 


Normal: violet blue and 
deep ultramarine. In the 
error the center is in ul- 
tramarine, like the border 
of the normal 20c. 


8. 10p black brown. Normal has 
two shades of brown. The 
error is apparently print- 
ed in one shade. 


2. 40c:

GREAT ITALIAN ARTISTS SET 
PROBABLE 


The following letter from Mr. 
Frank L. Coes of Worcester, is 
self explanatory. The immense 
popularity and great approval with 
which the Goya stamps were re- 
ceived may possibly lead Italy to 
bring forth a Masterpiece Issue. 
If Mussolini should take the no- 
tion it is a foregone conclusion 
that he could have a choice of sub- 
jects that would put the Goya ef- 
fort in the shade and it is dollars 
to doughnuts that should Musso- 
lini issue the stamps he will make 
the censors eat them. 


Dear Linn:— 


Seems we never suggest any- 
thing without being told that some- 
one “approves”. Today, while the 
September 27th issue is still hold- 
ing its mailing folds, comes a letter 
from a consulate official of Italy, 
long a personal friend, stating that 
he is today making recommenda- 
tion to a certain official friend in 


Italy. “That the works of the great 
Raphael be made the subject of 
an issue, or that the works of the 
Major Painter and Sculptor be 
combined.” 

Doubtless this is predicated on 
the “Goya” and with all due re- 
spect to “El Senor J. Sumner”, 
such a set, printed in the style and 
colors of the 1929 regular type 
series, (offset?) would doubtless 
add glory and renown to Italy’s 
series and the reputation of “Ilmo 
Signor Mussolini”. 

Correspondent comments on the 
Goya only by saying it is “one of 
very few” world famous paintings 
owned by Spain and painted by 
Spanish artists, which would carry 
interest as a stamp subject. Leav- 
ing out racial prejudice, this is not 
so far wrong. 

He further suggests as a set of 


subjects, “The Sistine Madonna, 
Angelos’ Moses and the head of 
Zeus (Jove?) The Laocoon and 


The Belvedere.” with minor choices 
from both artists. 

We had better page the various 
great collectors of Italy, and sug- 
gest that their Consular service is 
good and has an idea of magnitude 
and value; and that they get busy 
on the series. 

With some fussy historian now 
claiming that Columbus was not 
born in Genoa, and a few other 
negative facts (?) about him, it 
might be a good thing to put out a 
set that there was no likelihood 
of upsetting by later criticism. 

Both Raphael and Michael An- 
gelo seem to be thoroly Italian, 
both in birth and works. Maybe 
Senor Sumner would like to be 
called in as censor. I’ll suggest it 
to my friend.

PUBLICITY that we would hes- 

itate to try to fig- 
ure back, Philatelic Publicity in our 
newspapers has been builded solely 
on $ $ $. Mr. So and So has a 
collection worth $ $$. Mr. IT paid 
$ $$ for a rare stamp. Mr. I has 
a collection valued at $ $$. Noth- 
ing but dollars has been used in our 
newspapers as a basis for the Pub- 
licity which has been given to 
stamps. 

Possibly this is not the fault of 
the newswriters. We can conceive 
that the average newswriter is not 
a philatelist and thus unable to see 
anything in stamps. Perhaps it is 
due to the fact that newswriters 
are trained along certain lines, lines 
which lead them to look at stamps 
from the monetary value only. 

It occurs to us however that 
there is something bigger, some- 
thing greater, something finer in 
a collection of stamps than the 
mere value of it. Value does not 
mean beauty, value does not mean 
study or scholarly effort. Would 
it not be a practical and desirable 
thing if an effort were made to 
try to induce newswriters to be- 
lieve that Philately IS A SCIENCE. 

Would we not get farther in in- 
teresting schools and school au- 
thorities if we would stress the sci- 
entific side, the historical, the ar- 
tistic, the scholarly attributes of 
stamp collecting rather than the 
mere monetary value. 

How can we hope to encourage 
the “ordinary citizen” to become a 








stamp collector by holding up to 
his view $10,000 stamps? 

Would it not be far better to tell 
him of the wealth of knowledge and 
learning, the wonderful opportuni- 
ties for contact with correspond- 
ents in every part of the world, the 
art, the beauty, the color and de- 
sign that can be had from an in- 
terest in stamp collecting. 

Let us hope that the committee 
in charge of spending the A. P. S. 
appropriation of $1000 will ponder 
long and give much heed to the 
way in which this small sum is to 
be spent. 

The outcome will depend on 
whether they attempt to commer- 
cialize the hobby or whether they 
try to sell joy, pleasure and hap- 
piness. 

This editorial is brought forth by 
a letter from Mr. Frank L. Coes, 
which is published in another part 
of this paper. There is much food 
for thought in this matter and it 
must be handled by those who are 
true stamp lovers. 


FOREIGN Too few collectors 
EXCHANGE take advantage of 

the best opportuni- 
ties to increase their collection at 
small cost, to acquire interesting 
contacts with collectors in foreign 
countries and to take full advan- 
tage of their memberships in the 
various societies of which they are 
a member. 

How often do you pick up a for- 
eign stamp in your daily mail or in 
the waste basket of a friend? Well, 
the collector in a foreign country 
finds a U. S. stamp just about as 
often. Therefore, get in touch with 
some foreign collectors in the far 
off corners of the earth. Send him 
a letter with fifty or a hundred 
current U. S. of values from %c 
to 50c or higher, some current com- 
memoratives, send nice copies and 
ask him for stamps of his country 
in exchange. You will be surprised 
and well satisfied with the returns.

Italian Aerial Armada 


December may see the flight of 
twelve powerful Italian military 
hydroplanes of the S-55 type to 
Brazil and other South American 
countries, and this would be one 
of the outstanding events of aero- 
nautic history. Their route will 
likely be by way of the African 
coast, and Cape Verde Islands, as 
traveled by Di Pinedo. This type 
of plane is a monoplane resting on 
a pair of cabin boats and very sim- 
ilar to those in use on the Boston 
to New York air route. 


Another Young Transcontinentaller 


Robert Buck, of Elizabeth, has 
set a new east to west transconti- 
nental record of 28 hours and 33 
minutes, cutting 1 hour and 8 min- 
utes from the previous time made 
by Eddie Schneider, of Jersey City, 
N. J., and we’ll now see if the 
young Buck can beat Eddie’s west 
to east time of 27 hours and 19 
minutes. 


Superstition

“COLUMBIA” 
AIRMAIL STAMP

The famous B. N. “Columbia’ 
now at the Airport at Harbor 
Grace, Newfoundland, en route from 
London, Ontario, Canada, to Lon- 
don, England, is taking around 200 
letters (five pounds) of Newfound- 
land Airmail. 


The Post Office decided on the 
overprinting of 200 stamps of the 
36c value of the Caribou Issue, 
1919, to prepay the postage on 
these letters. 


These were overprinted in black: 


Trans-Atlantic 
AIR MAIL 
By B. N. 
Columbia 
September 
1930 
Fifty Cents 


These were put on sale at 9 a. m. 
on Thursday, September 25th, and 
in FIFTEEN MINUTES the total 
suppy was exhausted. The state 
of all of the lucky buyers was more 
than exhausted, as OVER THE 
TOP on the Western Front in 1914 
had nothing on it! 


Half the buyers have kept their 
stamps mint, and either sent their 
letters with 50c worth of ordinary 
stamps on same, or did not send 
any at all! 


The howl of disgust that went 
up from the hundreds of hopeful 
buyers when the “All Out” signal 
went was only excelled by their 
looks of disappointment. 

The “Columbia” up to the time 
of writing, September 27th, has not 
left, as the weather has not been 
favorable. 


It is hoped that the Government 
will take immediate action in the 
establishing here of an up-to-date 
Airport in or around St. John’s, as 
at present all mail has to be sent 
to Harbor Grace (private company) 
Airways, situated 100 miles from 
St. Johns. 


It is also extremely desirous that 
the Post Office have immediately 
issued an issue of Air Mail Stamps 
in sufficient quantities for future 
Air Flights from Newfoundland. 


I almost forgot to mention that 
the “Columbia” overprints were 
issued in panes of 25 stamps, and 
there do not appear to be any er- 
rors so far, altho the work was 
done on such short notice.
